A brisk wind imperils the barges, 
which are liable to tink. 
New rairs would 
bring despair. Two hundred noures have 
been ovrrtu't. d in Lawrencebarg. Indiana, 
and 3,000 persons are homeless. 
Toe loss is 
half á million. Generous relief has been sent 
them. There has been no loss of life, but 
many narrow escapes. It is feared that the 
Court-house foundations may crumble.

formation is that 300 men were in the various 
shafts this afternoon when the ground sagged 
in under the weight of water that had at once 
loosened it. Sixty-two were in one shaft, 
which caught the bulk of the falling debris, 
and which was instantly flooded. Every one 
of them were either drowned or smothered 


inside of five minute?, and their bodies are 
now bmied beneath many tons of earth.

miners not in the ore unfortunate shaft all 
escaped.

FDKEIGN YEWS. 


T h e Q u e e n ’s S peech l p o n O p e n in g P a r ­ 
l ia m e n t. 
L o n d o n, February 10th.—The following is 
the Queen’s speech : 
My Lords and Gentlemen : I have sum­ 
maned you earlier than u?u»i because of the 
lateciBs of the last session. 
I am satisfied to 
maintain friendship with all foreign powers. 
At the close of the laet ses-ion of 1’arliament 
I had a pleasure in recording my gratitude to 
my ?ea and land forces for the suppression, 
rapidly and completely, of the formidable re­ 
bellion in Egypt. Tranquility since then ha? 
been restored there, and clemency has been 
shown by its ruler to tho leaders of the rebel- 
¡ion. The withdrawal of the British troops 
is proposed t>s expeditiously as prudent cir 
cumetsncrs will permit. 
A constituted Gov­ 
ernment frr Egypt and the reorganization of 
its tifairs for the Khedive have partly been 
accomplished, and will continue to receive 
my earnest attention. I t shall be my en­ 
deavor to secure full provision for tho exi­ 
gencies of order, for just representation, and 
for the wants and wishes of the population, 
and fur the observance of international obli­ 
gations. 
I have alieady been 
able to 
fulfill my promise to the Sultan and the 
Powers that I would submit to their friends 
for consideration arrangements which ap­ 
peared to me best fitted to insure theslabiliiy 
of the Khedive’s Government, the prosperity 
and happiness of the Egyptians, the security 
of the caaal and the peace of eastern Europe. 
My policy baa been and will be directed to 
those objects. 
I rely confidently on its just 
appreciation by other conn trie-. 
A confer­ 
ence has assembled at London to consider 
measures for better securing the tree naviga­ 
tion of the Dar.ube,which is pieced nnder the 
guarantee of the Powers and forms part of 
the public law of Europ?. 
The condition of 
Zululaud and the possiriiity of renewed dis­ 
orders there has engaged my meat serious at­ 
tention. 
With the view of the preservation 
of peace and order, I have ordered tbe former 
ruler to be placed in possession of the greater 
part of tbe territory he held before the war. 
I earnestly hope this will lead to the esta’-- 
lishment of a more stable government and 
the maintenance < f good relatione between 
the Z ¡lu nation and adjoining Capa Colony. 
Tne papers on thtse subjects will be presented 
to you. 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons, the 
estimates for services for the comiug year are 
in a forward slate of preparation, and will 
Bhoctiy be submitted to you. 
My Lords and gentlemen, I am happy that 
the improvement in tbe social conditions of 
Ireland, to which I referred you in Decem­ 
ber, continues. 
Agrarian crime has dimin­ 
ished, and the law is everywhere upheld. 
Measures will be promptly submitted for the 
e»tabiisbment of a Court of Criminal Ap­ 
peal for preventpg corrupt practices and per­ 
petuating and amending the ballot Act. You 
will also be invited to consider a prop -sal 
which will more effectually secure to the 
tenants of England and Scotland compensa­ 
tion for agricultural improvements. 
You 
have provided, in recent years, by the liberal 
devotion of your time, for the most urgent 
needs of Ireland. 
The claims of general 
legislation for other parts of the Kingdom 
now demand yonr just regard. 
I trust, how­ 
ever, you will be able to deal with some of the 
legislative wants of Ireland for which provis­ 
ion has not yet been made. 
I rely upon yonr 
energy and prudence, and beseech the Al- 
m:ghty now, as heretofore, to bless jour 
labors.

M A E I5 S 0 X U L 
SU PERSTITIO N S. 


There is no period in a woman’s life that 
so completely changes her whole existence 
as marriage, and for that very reason she 
is apt to be more superstitions and fanci­ 
ful at th at time than any other ; and, 
while superstitions arc fast becoming a 
something of the past, there are very few 
women who will not hesitate before mak­ 
ing Friday their wedding day, or will not 
rejoice at the sunshine, for “ happy is the 
bride that the sun shines on.” 
June and 
October have always been held as the most 
propitious months in the twelve, a happy 
result being rendered doubly certain if the 
ceremony was timed so as tc take place at 
the full moon, or when the sun and moon 
were in conjunction. 
The Romans were very superstitious 
about marrying in May or February ; they 
avoided Jill celebration days, atid Calends, 
Nones and Ides of every month. 
The day 
of the week on which the 14th of May fell 
was considered very unlucky in many parts 
of merry old England, and in Oikney a 
bride selects her wedding day so that its 
evening may have a growing moon and a 
flowing tide. 
In Scotland the last days of the year are 
thought to be lucky, and if the moon should 
happen to be full at any time when a wed­ 
ding takes place, the bride’s cup of happi­ 
ness is expected to be always full. 
In 
Perthshire the couple who have had their 
bans published at the end of one and are 
married at the beginning of another quar­ 
ter of a year, can expect nothing but ends. 
The day of the week is also of great im­ 
portance, Sunday being a great favorite in 
parts of England and Ireland. 
And al­ 
though an English la6s would not marry on 
Friday, the fre n c h girl thinks the first 
Friday in the month particularly fortunate. 
Most of us know the old saying concerning 
the wedding day : 
Monday for wealth, 
Tuesday for health, 
Wednesday is the bet>t day of all, 
Thursday for crone*, 
Friday for losses, 
Saturday no luck at all. 
In Yorkshire, when the bride is on the 
point of crossing her father’s threshold 
a 'ter returning from church, a plate con­ 
taining a few square inches of cake is 
thrown from an upper window of the house 
by a male relative ; if the plate is broken 
she will be happy, if not, she will not ex­ 
pect to escape misery. 
In Sweden a bride must carry bread in 
her pocket, and as many pieces as she can 
throw away, just so much trouble does she 
cast from her ; but it is no luck to gather 
the pieces. 
But should the bride lose her 
slipper, then she will lose all troubles, only 
in this case the person who picks it up will 
gain riches. 
The Manxmen put salt in 
their 
pockets, and 
the 
Indians 
bless 
charms. 
It is an unhappy omen for a wedding to 
be put off when the day has been fixed, 
and it is believed much hartn will ensue if 
a bridegroom Btands at the junction of 
cross roads or beside a closed gate upon his 
wedding morn. 
In England it is thought 
to be a bad sign if the bride indulges her­ 
self by taking a glance at the loouing-glass 
after her toilet is completed ; but she may 
gratify her vanity w ithout danger if she 
leaves one hand ungloved. 
To look Back 
or go back before gaining the church door, 
to marry in green, or while there is an 
open grave in the churchyard, are all un 
fortunate, and the bride must be careful to 
go in at one door and out at another. 
W hen the bridesmaids undress the bride 
they must throw away and lose all the 
pins. 
Woe to the hride if a single one be 
left about her ! 
Nothing will go right. 
Woe to the bridesmaids if they keep one 
of them, for they will not be married be­ 
fore W hitsuntide, or until the Easier fol 
lowing at the soonest. 
If the bridal party venture off dry land 
they must go up a stream. 
Tha bride 
must, to be lucky, wear 
Something old and something new. 
Som ething gold and something blue. 
If she should see a strange eat or hear a 
cat sneeze on her wedding day, then she 
will be very happy ; and if on her wed 
ding morning she steps from her bed on 
to something higher, and again on to 
something higher still, she will from that 
moment riso iu the world. 
For this pur­ 
pose a table is placed beside the bed, and 
if it c»n stand near the dresser, or some­ 
thing higher than it, then she must step 
from the table to that which is higher. 
But woe betide her should she fall. 
In leaving the house and church she 
must be very careful to put her right foot 
forward, and on no account allow anyone 
to speak to her husband uutil she has 
called him by name. 
To break the wedding-riug is an omen 
that the wearer will soon be a widow, but 
As your weJdiDg ring wears, 
So will wear away your carts.

Which is the well-spring of this sweet belief. 
A fter the strife 
Cometh a re s t; 
Eternal life— 
For ever blest. 
The soul lie gathers home, a precious sheaf, 
And Ml is well. 
The Rev. Joseph Cook, in a recent lect­ 
ure in Boston, gave the latest European 
criticism respecting the origin and source 
of the Old Testament Scriptures, and sum­ 
marized his conclusions on the subject in 
the following propositions : 
1. The Pentateuch has been correctly 
analyzed into the work of at least four dif­ 
ferent hands, but what the modern critics 
say as to the age of the different documents 
composing it is quite uncertain. 
2. The so-called higher criticiem has, 
perhaps, proved that Ezra participated in 
the codification of the priests’ code in the 
Mosaic legislation, but it cannot be adm it­ 
ted that the priests’ code is the work of 
the free invention of the latest date which 
takes on the artificial appearance of his­ 
tory. 
!5. The chronological order in which the 
documents arose has probably been cor­ 
rectly described as first the Jehovistic, and 
next the Elohistic portions, but the law of 
Ezekiel xl., 4S, is not prior to the priests’ 
code of Exodus, as the critics maintain, but 
subsequent to it. 
4. There is a certain amount of real 
learning enlisted on the tide of rational­ 
istic criticism, but it is governed by fore­ 
gone conclusions, it is fundamentally anti- 
supernaturahstic, and so its results are 
arbitrary, and reached in advance of in­ 
vestigation. 
If you will bear with me once for all, I 
will summarize the positiun which, accord­ 
ing to my judgement, may now be safely 
taken as to the new criticism of the Old 
Testament. 
1. It is indisputable that the Pentateuch 
teaches monotheism and inculcates a pure 
spiritual worship. 
2. Even if it were shown that the docu­ 
ments composing it were possessed in com­ 
mon by many of tha rations among which 
the Hebrews had their origin, the fact 
would remain incontrovertible that these 
nations w tra predominantly polytheistic 
and devoted to a corrupt form of worship. 
3. Tne documents, therefore, must be 
supposed to have been purified from poly­ 
theism and other false doctrines before 
they were made a part of the Pentateuch, 
and this cleansing of them, in a barbaric 
age, from adulterate elements which poison 
them in their Chaldean and Babylonian 
form, is one proof of their inspiration. 
4. The inspiration of the Pentateuch in 
regard to religions things would not be dis­ 
proved by showing that it was made up 
according to tho documentary theory of 
the critics. 
5. These discussious do not, therefore, 
touch fundamental points, for tho question 
as to the manner of inspiration is not one 
between believers and unbelievers, but be­ 
tween Christians themselves. 
6. The churches at large, therefore, need 
not be drawn into the labyrinth of Old 
Testament criticism, for the practical issues 
involved in it do not affect the chief m at­ 
ters of the Christian faith. 
The Christian Union, in commenting 
upon tho lecture, says: 
Mr. Cook appar­ 
ently concedes that a pi rlion of the Pen* 
tateuch may have been written in Ezra's 
time, which is the position of Robertson 
Smith, though he repudiates the extreme 
theory th at the Pentateuch is wholly a 
creation of the epoch of Ezra, which Rob­ 
ertson 
Smith 
also 
repudiates. 
He 
closed his lecture by the following very- 
practical conclusion : 
“ There ia a bell in 
the 
Cathedral of Cologne made by the 
melting together of French cannon. 
It 
would be a vary difficult task indeed to 
analyze that bell and determine whence the 
cannon came. 
The Pentateuch, hung in 
the cathedral tower of tho world, has 
uttered God’s voice, and it is our business 
to ask how we can ring the bell in the 
hights of history, rather than 
how it 
originated by the meltrng together of many 
fragments.” 
In the manufacture of the Gobelin tapes­ 
tries, the most costly and splendid works 
of the kind the world has seen, the work­ 
man is concealed from view. 
He sits be­ 
hind his work, hidden by it from the ob­ 
server’s eye. 
But though you see not the 
artist, if you watch the warp you will see 
gradually coming into view the most gor­ 
geous colors and the most delicate shading, 
until at length there stands out before you 
a finished picture, the splendid work of 
genius and the coveted admiration of kings. 
So does God work out bis sublime purposes 
of wiedorn and love. 
W e do not gee him. 
We have no evidences of his presence and 
agency but the work itself. 
But if we 
reverently study the gradual developm ent 
of human history, we see them constantly 
becoming more and more luminous with 
the tokens of God’s presence and the ac­ 
complishment of his designs.--[ Lilmaga.

Ou each s;de, back of the head, is a short 
flipper, like a seal’s, and farther back are 
others having a joint, giving them the 
appearance of a kind of Ifiud leg, and 
yet they reBemble a fin somewhat.

A true test for eggs is to drop them in 
water, and if the large end comes up they 
are not fresh. 
A recipe for chapped hands is a piece of 
camphor the^fcize of a walnut melted with 
half a enpful of tallow. 
Bar soap, when first bought, should be 
cut in pieces and put in a dry place. 
It 
lasts better after shrinking. 
When boiling cabbage put a slice of salt 
pork in the water, and an agreeable flavor 
with no objectionable grease or fat will be 
given to the cabbaga. 
A simple but delicious dish for dessert is 
made by cutting up oranges in small pieceB 
aud then pouring over them some rich 
boiled custard. 
Serve with cake. 
To boil dncks, choose a fine fat one, salt 
it for two days, then boil it slowly in a 
cloth. 
Serve it with onion sauce, using 
milk instead of water in its preparation. 
If before you put rolls in the tin to bake 
them, you rub the edges with a little melted 
butter, you will not be troubled by their 
sticking together when baked, and the 
edges will be smooth. 
To make mint sauce mix one tablespoon­ 
ful of white sugar to half a teacup of good 
vinegar, add the mint and let it infuse for 
half an hour before sending to the table. 
Serve with roast lamb or mutton. 
To remove ink stains from printed books 
procure a penny worth of oxalic acid, which 
dissolve in a small quantity of warm wa­ 
ter, then slightly- wet the staiu with it, 
when it will disappear, leaving the leaf un­ 
injured. 
Ann’s eook'es are thus made : two cups 
of sugar, flour to roll thiD, one cup of but­ 
ter, one teaspoon soda, two teaspoons cream 
tartar, caraway seeds or nutmeg, or even 
ginger is used if people prefer it. 
It is an 
excellent receipt 
They will keep for two 
mouths in a dry place. 
To make ginger snaps use one pint of 
New Orleans molasses, one 
coffee cup 
melted butter, boil together ten minutes. 
When cold add one teaspoonful of ginger, 
one of cinnamon and two of soda. 
Use as 
much flour as will work in conveniently, 
»nd roll very thin and bake lightly. 
An economical as well as nutritionscoff-'e 
is made from rye. 
W ash the grain, roast 
until the kernel is crisp and very brown— 
almost black—grind and prepare for the 
table as you would other coffee. 
It will be 
found delicious, besides being much cheaper 
than that you buy—an item for puor fam­ 
ilies. 
Port wine jolly is very nourishing and 
refreshing fcr an invalid. 
Put one ounce 
or ODe package of gelatine and an equal 
quantity of white sugar in about a giil of 
cold w ater; let this heat gradually, and 
stand on the hack of the stove until the 
gelatine is entirely diseolved ; then take if 
from the tire and add one pint of poit 
wine ; strain through a fUnnel jelly bag. 
Whan cold it will be found to be of the 
right consistency. 
An Indian pudding made after this recipe, 
although unlike the Indian pudding of our 
fathers, is delicious : Take four eggs and 
the weight of three of them in meal, half 
a pound of sugar and a quarter of a pound 
butter, and the juice aud grated rind of one 
lemon. Beat the sugar and butter together 
till light, then break the eggs in the dish 
with them and beat briskly ; then stir in 
the meal. 
Bike in a quick oven ; serve in 
saucers and pour over it some thin jelly or 
jam, or wine eauce. 
This is the way the Massachusetts cook 
makes her lemon pies : One lemon,seventeen 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and three^eggs ; 
grate the yellow rind of the lemon and 
squeeze the juice of the lemon oa tha su­ 
gar ; to this add the yolks of the eggs, 
which should be beaten tili lig h t; cover a 
plate with a rich paste, putting a riug 
around the edge ; till with the above mix­ 
ture and bake till the crust is done. 
Beat 
the whites of the eggs to a stiff froth, b eat­ 
ing in a little powdered sugar ; spread this 
on the top of the pie when it is done, aud 
let it brown. 
Browned kidneyR make an excellent dish 
for the breakfast table. 
Melt some butter 
in a saucepan, aud when brown, put in 
slices of kidney, cut thin and roll iu flour ; 
if you do cot cut the slices thin, they 
should be cooked for five minutes before 
they are rolled in dour. 
One reason why 
kidneys in the various ways they may be 
cooked are not generally likod, is simply 
because they are frequently served when 
about half cooked, and there are few stom­ 
achs capable of digesting a raw kidney. 
If onion is an agreeable flavor, put a few 
bits in the melted butter. 
A j im roily- pudding Í3 made by pre­ 
paring a pudding paste with a pound of 
flour, rolling it down to a fourth of an inch 
thick and in an oblong shape, and covering 
it with a thin layer of some kind of fruit 
marmalade; roll the paste on itself to about 
three inches in diameter, then roll again 
in a buttered and floured napkin, fasten 
(irmly on both ends aud tie it also every 
two or three inches : plunge in boiling wa 
ter and boil continually for an hour and a 
haif, drain, remove the napkin, cut trans 
versely in half-inch-thick slices and serve 
with granulated sugar in a bowl. 
Potato salad is one cf the best and most 
easily made side dishes for tea. 
Boil 
the potatoes or steam them with their 
jackets on. 
W hen they are done, remove 
the skins, and let the potatoes get entirely

An old-fashioned “ plum c-ke” is made 
of one pound each of butter, sugar aud 
flour, tea eggs, one pound of raisin.-, half 
a pound each of currents and of sliced cit­ 
ron, a tea?pooniul of ground cloves, one of 
inace, one nutmeg, the juice and grated 
poal of a lemon, half of a coffee cup of 
New Orleans molasses. 
Best the batter 
until it .is soft and creamy, then add the 
sugar. 
Beat the whites and yolks of the 
eggs separately ; stir the yolks in with the 
butter and sugar ; stir the flour in gradu­ 
ally (having first mixed one heaping tea- 
spoofni of cream of tartar with it). 
When 
the fl >ur is about half worked in, put in a 
half a tea-poonful of soda dissolved iu as 
little water as it is possible to u^e ; then 
add the whites of the eggs, and lastly the 
fruit, whioh is well covered with the rest 
of the 8 -nr. 
Bake in a large tin, with a 
l^yitti-red paper on the sides as well as on 
the bottom ; it will need to hake slowly 
for five hours. 
Then do not attem pt to 
lift from the tin until it ia perfectly cold. 
This should be mado several days before it 
is used.

FLOODS IN GERMAN 7. 


INTERESTING ACCOUNT BY ER. FAW- 
CEIT, FORMERLY OP SACRAMENTO. 


The storms, Etc., Preceding the Great 
Destruction—Loss cf life—Forest 
Denuding the Cause, 


A very interesting account of the dam­ 
aging fl.ods upon the Rhine and in other 
parts of Europe, of which the telegraph 
ha3 made the public familiar, is furnished 
in editorial correspondence to the Elmira 
(N. Y .) Advertiser by Mr. Fawcett, for­ 
merly of Sacramento, and who is now 
traveling in Europe. After speaking of 
the frequent storms which prevailed there 
during last summer and fall, much to the 
annoyance of traveling visitors to that sec­ 
tion, and which had continued into Novem­ 
ber, when all streams and the soil had been 
filled to the utmost, he says : 
Soon the great rivers of Europe could 
not carry ba-k the surplus to the sea, but 
burst their natural and artificial barriers 
and wrought riot and ruin everywhere. 
The spirit of rebellion ran back even to 
the springs and rills of the Tyrolean and 
Swiss Alps. The Rhine, the Rhone and 
the Danube, from the mountains to the 
sea, were overturning, overflooding, en­ 
gulfing and destroying. The Tyrolean and 
the Switzer saw his chalet and his flocks 
swept away by the torrents, swollen from 
streams which he had leaped across a short 
time before. The Hungarian, the French­ 
man 3nd the German looked helplessly' on 
inundated valltya, insulated villages, over­ 
thrown dwellings and destroyed crops. 
But after a few days the floods subsided, 
the heavens cleared, men breathed freer, 
and all thought the great danger had passed 
by'. It was a vain hope. Suow fell in 
considerable quantities. Rain came again 
in generous showers. This would have 
brought no special harm in itself, but the 
spirit of evil roused the dreadful “ Fichu,” 
or hot south wind, and he began blowing 
the measureless snow-field of the great 
mountain chains of Europe into 
STORM-CLOUDS OF WARM RAIN, 
And unloosing the frost fetters of the snow 
ou valley aDd hill, and of the eternal ice of 
the Alps 
The result has been sad and 
awful beyond words to describe. The 
same cry goes up from the valleys of the 
Danube, the Rhone and the Rhine, and 
from the valleys of all tbe-important riv­ 
ers of western Europe. It is a cry for 
help, and almost a despairing cry, for the 
damage sustained, the injuries inflicted and 
sufferings endured, and that must, in spite 
of all efforts to succor and assist, still be 
endured, are past computation and belief. 
The condition has been bad everywhere, 
especially among the Tvrolian Alps, but 
nowhere has the picture been quite so mel­ 
ancholy and full of misery as in the Rhine 
valley. The November flood had passed 
and people had heroically set about re­ 
building walls, drying cellars, clearing up 
their fields and doing from day to day- 
double work to make good the damage. 
By a common impulse all Germany spared 
generous silver pieces from the little treas­ 
ure laid away for Christmas. Clothes, 
food and shelter came in adequate abun­ 
dance to succor the suffering. 
THE WRATH OF THE RHINE. 
Scarcely was this good work under way 
when Father Rhine with the violence of 
new-born strength and with the savage glee 
of a veritable barbarian, in the right time 
and without warning came bursting down 
from the mountain fastnesses upon the 
slumbering and unsuspecting villages and 
cities which cluster so thickly and popu­ 
lously along its storied banks. In less than 
three days the stream was thirty feet 
above the usnal level—a great yellow roar­ 
ing, rushing sea rather than a river; a 
lusty thief stealing in at the cellar, stalk­ 
ing in at the door, peering in at the win­ 
dow and chasing mother and children up 
the stairs and out of the window, despoil­ 
ing the cellar, putting out the kitchen lire, 
destroying the furniture, stealthily picking 
away the mortar in the foundation; a 
tawny giant lashing himself into a rage, 
tossing over stoue-built barrierB, bursting 
through dams and rushing across fair farms, 
surrounding villages, taking cities by storm, 
carrying away bridges and 
MERCILESSLY SHOWING NO QUARTER ; 
Devouring cattle, farms, houses and men, 
women and children ; spreading nearly 
over, and, with the north wind, violently 
desolating the low countries for many 
miles. Such an unnatural father has the 
Rhine been this year, aud such a Christmas 
ha 3 he brought hia children. In the dis­ 
trict of Frankenthal, a small district, 
whole villages have almost entirely beeu 
obliterated. Two thousand separate dwell 
ing houses in this small county have been 
entirely overthrown and destroyed. This 
represents 10,000 homeless people, all poor, 
their villages still in water aud absolutely 
without any means of clothing or Bupport, 
with their farms laid waste and the winter 
still before them. At Ludwigshafen, near 
Mannheim, have been rudely quartered for 
two weeks over 1,500 villagers rescued in 
boats from homes that have since sunk— 
crumbling heaps ef stoDe beneath the 
waves. In the haste and confusion some 
peasants have perished in their houses. 
Many have been drowned by accidental 
overturnings of the rescuing boats. Near 
Ludwigshafen a small cluster of houses 
was in imminent peril from the flood and 
the great waves which the wind pitilessly 
lashed against their stone sides. 
Some 
brave men undertook the rescue of the im­ 
prisoned families. 
By great care and 
greater strength they reached the spot and 
in their capacious boat 
RECEIVED FROM THE UPPER WINDOWS 
Nearly forty people, some old and some 
feeble, some children. They started hope­ 
fully for a safe point, but the cold wind 
dashed their boat, in spite of superhuman 
(fforts, against a tree, the remorseless 
waters engulfed them all and only five 
escaped. From Cologne, from Coblentz, 
from Mayence, from Metz from Frankfort 
and from Mannheim the view from the 
high places revealed a landscape of melan­ 
choly samepess. 
Every where along tne 
coarse of the Rhine on each aiele as far as 
the eyes could reach, was the same ex­ 
panse of yellow, boiling water, sometimes 
lashed into fury by fierce gales of wind, 
scores of villages wholly surrounded and 
invaded, ar.d their inhabitants driven in 
hasty flight, sometimes through the fast 
rising watere, to higher ground. Here and 
there a highway indicated by the tops of 
the trees ; here and there a sunken village, 
marked by a solitary roof above the water. 
At times the river seemed to seek new 
channels across fertile, Boft-so.ltd fields, 
tearing up all in its path. It is unfortun­ 
ately true that many living victims have 
been claimed by the flood. The surprise 
was eo great, the iuundation so wide and 
deep, that to 
ESCAPE WITH LIFE ALONE 
H as; beeD sufficient cause for gratitude. At 
Oggershcim a sad case occurred. A wagon 
with nine persons, mostly children and 
very voung people, was hurrying along the 
highway over which the water was already 
flowing. Suddenly the horses took fright 
and jumped into the meadow, where the 
water was already deep and flowing in a 
8wift current. 
There were hundreds of 
spectators, but only three were saved who 
were borne against some trees in the 
meadow. This is only one instance out of 
many, alas ! all too many, others that the 
newspapers daily narrate, aud even they do 
not know the half. 
Those who know the 
law of the land in the Rhine valley, who 
know how thickly clustered the densely- 
populated, low-lying villages are, who 
know how the winter food is stored and 
how poor the bauers are, and how inade­ 
quate tbeir means of living ;n case of sad­ 
den loss—these will know something of 
what it means to have tho Rhine suddenly 
riso thirty feet above i's usual level, aod, 
abetted by furious winds, rush madly to 
the sea, but that German doesn’t live who 


has ever seen the Rhine in such a mooi be­ 
fore. 
OVER A CENTURY AGO 
He rioted in something the same way. But 
if one even knows all the factors, it is im­ 
possible to grasp the extent of the entire 
desolation and the misery and unutterable 
woe which have been inflicted in the valley 
of the Rhine since December began. For 
full two weeks the flood raged, andas it 
subsides it leaves a spectacle more fright­ 
ful if anything than when at its hight. It 
is desolation incarnate. Gravel beds re­ 
place wheat fields, stone heaps ma:k 
villages aud happy homes. Orchards have 
given place to heaps of debris. Highways 
are indicated by trees with grass-vangied 
boughp. Tne winter seed is buried too 
deep to grow. The winter provision has 
become too wet to save cr u-e. W hat was 
a garden has become a desert. The villages 
and houses that remain will be untenable 
for many days, and unwholesome for many 
weeks, on account of the long soaking of 
the thick stone walls. And what of the 
poor people in such numbers unhoused and 
unhomed, thrown with absolutely nothing 
but their naked forms aud strength upon 
the world ? And what of the still mors 
MISERABLE POOR OF THE CITIES, 
Who have no farms and but little strength, 
whose employment is gone, aud who. s ten 
ements, at best hut wrote . J, are u-in­ 
habitable ? W hat of the halt rn-> thee-ck, 
and the feeble and the old ? W e at of the 
orphans and widows whose means of rmp- 
port have suddenly been swept away to 
sea? The long, cold winter is before 
them, and they are very many. These 
questions are being bravely and generously 
answered. 
Money, clothing, food and 
shelter are coming ia from public and pri­ 
vate directions. Even from our own ever- 
generous country is tho response already 
being made. T s Cologne Gazette. is rais­ 
ing aud distributing a large fund. The 
empire and the separate districts are doing 
all they can. But in spite of all that can 
ha done many sufferings will go unrelieved, 
many a starving child unfed, aud many 
shivering bodies inadequately clad.

A large 
part of Europe has beeu flooded. The wa­ 
ters are subsiding, and now must cuino the 
suffering. 
FOREST DENUDING THE Pr.IME CAUSE. 
For more than a hundred years Europe 
has not seen such a winter, and many are 
the prayers that she may never see another 
such. In a few short days—short in hours 
but long in suffering—has beeu undone the 
toil of years, has been wasted the accumu­ 
lations of patient iudastry, and has been 
sown the seeds for a harvest of trials, yet, 
alas ! unavoidably to be reaped. It is sad 
to contemplate this waste and ruin, but 
sadder still to think, as many wise men do, 
that a great share of it all might have 
been avoided, had not men in their greed 
for gam to ruthlessly destroyed those great 
natural guarantors agaiDSt sudden floods— 
the forests of the mountains and hills, 
which, with their tangled roots, their 
spongy soil, their fallen leaves and under­ 
brush, hold hack so admirably tuo waters 
from the clouds and melting snows. Herein 
lies the great lessen for America. Would 
that our Governments, national and State, 
would heed its teachings and take warning 
before it is too late, and before a Bimilar 
scourge is sent along the populous ban I?# 
cf our own rivers. All who unders’and 
the state cf oar country are of one mind 
on this subject, and cry with one voice, 
“ Save aud extend our forests.”

We manufacture more than we consume. Hence 
manufacturers seek a foreign market. Without it 
manufacturing must be reduced. That means cessa­ 
tion of half the production or else reduction of 
wages. To secure a foreign market we must under­ 
sell foreign competitors. We can do bo only by 
lessening the cost of production, and to do that we 
must secure raw materials cheaper, or lower wages. 
A low tariff on raw- materials is therefore necessary. 
But capitalists in manufacturing oppose a low tariff. 
If they arc beetled, there will be over-production and 
a panic, or else lessened wages. This is the c incise 
way of putting the logic in a long article of ability 
in au Eastern journal. 
Tub latest brilliant example of wisdom unsur­ 
passed .s f >und in the charge of Railroad Commis* 
siouei Foote, that immigrants pass by California 
and go to Oregon because of facilities afforded by 
the Cential Pacific Railroad Company. Really, these 
anti-everything men are difficult to satisfy. In one 
breath they demand reduction of rates, in the next 
they desire such a heavy through rate to Oregon 
from the Atlantic, that per force Fritz and Dennis 
and Katrina must stop in California. There’s con­ 
sistency for you. The truth is, immigrants go to 
Oregon not because the rate is low, but because, for 
one reason, the land grabber is there less dominant 
than here.

Tub New York lit. raid, sums it ail up for the 
workingman in these words: 
“ The American 
workingmen ought to understand, for their own 
com: rt and well doing, that whatever high tariffs 
may have done to maintain high wages in the past, 
when our manufactures were few in number and un­ 
able to supply the home market, now that they are 
So numerous that, if kept going, they must make 
more than this country can possibly consume, a high 
tariff necessarily means low wages. There is no 
help for that, because a high tariff increases the 
cost of raw material, and to manufacture cheaply 
the capitalist employer using high-priced raw ma­ 
terials must reduce wages. 


Says a San Francisco paper: “ Tais railroad 
policy, which demagogues denounce, aud which is 
now sought to be legislated out of existence, has 
enabled San Francisco importers to hold their own 
ou the Pacific coast against direct Eastern competi­ 
tion.

who would build political fortunes upon 
the ruin of material interests; of self­ 
seekers and their cappers, whose sole aim 
is to seat intellectual incompeter.ee in the 
United States Senate; coerced and prodded 
on to extremes by unscrupulous small 
bodies, who assume to dominate the domi­ 
nant party against the express will of the 
better elements of that organization. One 
of the representative men of the party, 
one who stands head and shoulders above 
the motley crew hanging upon the skirts of 
the Legislature, a man of State reputation 
and unimpeachable honesty of purpose, 
may be quoted as expressing the disgust 
of the party over the scenes in the State 
House corridors and party rendezvous, and 
the manifest power of the unscrupulous 
bosses, and declaring that the time had 
come for the decent Democracy to rebuke 
the shameless usurpation. 
The houses 
have been at the mercy of as reckless a 
horde of political blackmailers as ever 
chanted anti-railroad and anti-progress, or 
devised a cinch bill. 
There is some consolation in the reflec­ 
tion that in the end the truth must pre­ 
vail ; but error runs a league while truth 
is pulling its boots on ; some consolation 
in knowing that the people whose name 
has been so foully mouthed by bellowing 
demagogues, will rise in their wrath and 
hurl the whole starved horde of whippers- 
in “ headlong from the ethereal sky ” of 
their pure public sentiment. But in the 
meantime these hollow-bellied vampires 
have their suctorial mouths upon the vitals 
of the State, aud unless shaken off will ab­ 
sorb, through legislative timidity, the 
commercial vitality of the commonwealth.

W hat profits it to 
explain to the self-seeking demagogue why 
it is that in certain cases a distant point 
shall pay no more, or a near point no less, 
for freight transportation to a common

over

transportation ? 
Why 
labor 
to 
establish the truth again and again, that in 
all business, the world around, rates are 
largely dependent upon the conditions gov­ 
erning the demand ? 
Such axiomatic citations and proofs the 
howling crew will drown in vociferations 
of railroad oppression, corporate tyranny 
and of the dying State struggling in the oc- 
topian embrace of roulless transporters, etc. 
W hat will it avail to deny their array of 
false charges, when the reply will be but 
the denial of denials—the resort of the 
dogmatic, unreasoning and dishonest. To 
paraphrase the epigram of a brilliant writer, 
ignorance and 6rror can make no permanent 
headway against truth and the right, 
unless the latter stop to bamiy words with 
them. This policy of non-resistance would 
he tlie better policy to pursue—to permit 
the north wind to blow out its fullest will, 
were it not true that there is power in 
error, which, like an nicer in the flesh, may 
eat its way to the vitals if not eradicated. 
It is useless to attempt to convince those 
already in armed resistance to the truth, 
but their baleful influence upon others 
must be negatived. 
The contest must 
therefore go on, and the transport­ 
ers of the country, the conductors of 
great enterprises and industries demand­ 
ing aggregation of capital and corporate 
union of effort must resist the rabid crowd 
—the real enemy of progress—seeking to 
cripple their energies, content to know 
that in the end the truth will prevail, and 
the voice of the people be heard to the dis­ 
comfiture of the demagogue and the 
brawling self-seeker. 
BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


W hat can be said concerning the great floods in 
the Pjist, except that they are deplorab.'e, unexam­ 
pled, and that the suffering people have the heartfelt 
svmpathy of their more fortunate fellows ! Columns 
of matter couid express no more.

There are some indications at the East 
that business troubles are impending. 
There are certainly signs of uneasiness in 
several quarters. Speculation as to the 
causes might be very much extended. 
e 
are not sufficiently advised as yet to say 
that these will culminate in a panic. The 
New York Times is probably as near the 
truth in the matter as can be now attained. 
It believes most disturbance is found in 
those lines of business dependent upon the 
prosperity of manufacturing. This is be­ 
cause there has been over-production 
again, in the face of recent experience lhat 


should have taught us a better lesson. 
The confinement of sales of manufactured 
goods to the restricted home market is re­ 
sulting as it always will in cases of plethora 
of manufacturing. Under our tariff regula­ 
tions we cannot handle in.ported material. 
When the necessity for reduction of wages 
comes there is resistance and distress, and 
so the manufacturers, reluctant to encoun­ 
ter the inevitable, struggle on until the 
weaker ones go to the wall, and finally a 
panic ensues, and the whole fabric comeB 
down. The cause of all this is ths closed 
doors of othei markets. 
The importa­ 
tion of foreign goods that might be ex­ 
changed for our manufactures is shut off, 
the home market is overloaded, and failure 
is probable. As the Times concludes, 
after inquiry in all lines of trade, the 
whole difficulty, if it comes, is to be laid 
at the door of the tariff, which closes the 
outlet for our manufactured products. 


THE QUESTION OF A HIGH L!C2KSE 
There is being much discussed among 
our citizens just now the question of plac­ 
ing a high license upon liquor saloons. The 
subject is a local issue at Chicago, and a 
State issue in Illinois, and it is altogether 
probable that high license will in time be 
the rule there. The Chicago Tribune, in 
the course of the debate, says : “ A license 
fee which shall at once reduce the number 
of saloons to a decent proportion to the 
population and raise a revenue of §1,000,­ 
000 annually, will be sustained by a great 
majarity of the people without reference to 
their political attachments or their per­ 
sonal habits. The petition for high license 
presented to the Legislature last week and 
signed by 13,503 voters, was the result of 
giving an opportunity for signatures dur­ 
ing one day. No effort was made to pro­ 
cure them.” In several localities high 
license now prevails, and with good effects. 
It must not be confoanded with the tem­ 
perance question. If the friends of tem­ 
perance wish “ high license” applied, they 
must not make it a temperance issue, or 
treat its possible success as a victory in the 
progress of the abolition and total absti­ 
nence movement. A more fatal policy 
than that they could not pursue. It is an 
issue that has some relation to the temper­ 
ance question, but it is not due to it. 
“ High license” will not diminish the quan­ 
tity of good liquors used, nor will it cir­ 
cumscribe the privilege of any man to in­ 
dulge. It will, however, place the saloon­ 
keeper who deBireB in a better position in 
the community, and tend to discourage 
the keeping of these places where the sell­ 
ing of liquor is the least objectionable of 
the practices common to them, and those 
other places where the workingman ¡3 taken 
in and fleeced, and where idleness and 
debauchery are encouraged. 
The high 
license policy is advanced as a police reg­ 
ulation, and a measure for the enlargement 
of the revenue and the lessening of the 
burden of property taxation. 
As an evidence of this, our temperance 
friends must remember that the proposi­ 
tion also comes from the liquor dealers 
themselves. The first communication in 
tbia journal on the subject was penned by 
a prominent wholesaler. 
At the same 
time the scheme has the support of moBt, 
if not all, thoughtful and earnest friends 
of the temperance cause, and they do not 
consider it a mere temporizing measure. 
The fact is, there is a well-settled general 
conviction that saloonB are too numerous 
in all communities ; that the revenue de­ 
rived from the licenses dealers pay for is 
inadequate; that the low dives and the 
cheap resorts where vile abominations are 
retailed as beverages cost us far more, in 
a criminal sense, than the revenue they 
produce, and that to limit them will limit 
the temptations to debauchery and crime, 
and lesson the expenses of the city govern­ 
ment. 
It is suggested by a thoughtful corre­ 
spondent, whose letter lies before us, that 
the increase of the license fee, which can 
be done under our charter, should be ac­ 
companied by other regulations, such as a 
petition of approval by a given number of 
citizens of good repute for each application 
for a license ; that the saloon-keeper shall 
give satisfactory assurance of his ability 
and intent to keep an orderly house, and a 
bond that ho will not sell to minors and to 
habitual drunkards, and that be will not 
permit gambling in aDy form on his prem­ 
ises. A saloon-keeper, in a concise com­ 
munication, says to us : “ In the block 
where I sell liquor there are fourteen sa­ 
loons, or places where liquor is sold by the 
drink. Three of us can make a living that 
is decent and adequate, and no more. I 
believe three could afford, well afford, to 
pay §100 a month each, for that figure 
would shut up the other eleven.” In this 
our correspondent may be mistaken. It is 
possible that the eleven, or a number of 
them, might pay the high rate. In that 
case the city wouid be better off in the 
matter of revenue, and at no greater disad­ 
vantage us to the number of saloons, 
than now. 
There is also to be con­ 
sidered U.3 fact that the increased 
revenue from liquor licenses would enable 
this people to do what it has long been de­ 
sirable to do—to w it: to reduce license 
fees for their business followings to a nom­ 
inal figure, if not indeed to abolish them 
entirely. Our merchants have long con­ 
sidered the license system, as applied to 
them, an unjust burden. They have re­ 
cently petitioned the Legislature not to 
approve of any Act for the levying of any 
license fee whatever. In this they went 
to the extreme, and were forced to do so 
in order to obtain the ends they sought. 
But the better plan, and one they will cor­ 
dially approve, will be to levy th ; license 
tax on those wbo deal in the luxury of 
drink, while dealers in necessaries and 
those commodities that do not contribute 
to our vices shall be relieved of the bur­ 
den. Of course the small dealers will to a 
man oppose this heavy taxation of their 
business of retailing liquors. That must 
be met, and they must be given to under­ 
stand that it is the right of the community 
to b o conduct its affairs as to advance the 
interests of the many. High license is 
not persecution, for they have not the in­ 
herent right to sell at all—they sell only 
by consent of the governed who make the 
laws. It may be suggested also at this 
point that a modification of the high- 
license policy may be found wise as to the 
places where beer aud light domestic wines 
alone are sold, so as to place such sales in 
a lower grade as to the amount of license 
fees required. This question should not, 
however, arouse the passions or divide the 
community. It we decide on high license, 
let us do so without feeling, and with the 
single purpose of advancing the best inter. 


ests of this community. This is not a 
new question; on the contrary, the rule 
of “ high license and limitation of the 
number of saloons ” prevails in many com 
mnnities, and agreement to regulations, 
bond, petition, and assurances for order 
and qniet are required in many places, as 
a precedent to the issuance of a license at 
all. In every such case where that system 
has been tried it has been adhered to, and 
nothing could induce those communities to 
abandon it and return to the days of low 
license and the unrestrained evils conse­ 
quent thereon. 
THE UNCERTAINTY IS FRANCE, 
The reader who has attempted to follow 
the course of events in France for the past 
month must have been involved in much 
perplexity in arriving at a just estimate of 
the situation there. He cannot but now 
conclude that more importance was given 
to the bill-posting of Prince Jerome than 
that event warranted. At the same time 
he cannot find it consistent with justice to 
condemn the act of the Government in 
rebuking that prince of weakness. The 
firm stand at first taken was negatived by 
the alarm manifest in the extreme measure 
nroposed for the expulsion of representa 
lives of old dynastiee, not a few of whom 
are serving with honor and in a very quiet 
way in the armies of their country. Fol­ 
lowing this came the vacillating course 
pursued in the consideration of measures 
deemed essential to the safety of the coun­ 
try, and not one of which has as yet 
reached a satisfactory conclusion. The 
anti-republicans have not lost an opportu­ 
nity to aggravate the situation by bitter 
criticisms of the majority and rule attacks 
upon the Ministry, which has shown a 
timidity we iu America can scarcely com­ 
prehend. Almost any stand taken would 
have been better for France than the 
course of doubt, uncertainty and distrust 
of self that has marked the course of the 
Administration. No people more than the 
French respect the strong hand, no people 
so boldly as they manifest their contempt 
for a weak government. 
If, then, 
under the terrible strain that Re­ 
publican institutions in France have 
been subjected to from a lack of cour­ 
age on the part of the civic authorities, the 
republic still retains a deep hold upon the 
hearts of the people, it is strong evidence 
of its ability to live through the present 
storm. Let us see. It has, without man­ 
ifest evidence of serious shock, seen the 
Cabinet .twice dissolved within a brief 
space of time ; it has seen a weak pre­ 
tender, whose name was the synonym for 
unpopularity, made the most notorious, 
not to say prominent, man in France, not­ 
withstanding the fact that in any effort to 
overthrow the republic he could not com­ 
mand the undivided support of his own 
Boiapartist party. It has seen the timor­ 
ous Bourbon princes, with the best of op­ 
portunities, fail to seize upon the hour 
when the realization of their hopes was by 
many believed to be possible. It has seen 
the Socialists at Lyons tried, convicted, 
and their punishment applied by an ex­ 
traordinary proceeding, the Government 
manifesting its distrust of the processes of 
the ordinary criminal tribunals ; it has 
seen a leader of the Socialistic move­ 
ment convicted by the most unrepublican 
and arbitrary of methods, and treated iu 
captivity as the A'ilest criminal could scarce 
be in America. While this severity gave 
confidence te the peasant class, it disgusted 
the more independent and courageous. 
France has felt the weakness of the sys­ 
tem that provides for two snch bodies as 
the Chamber of Deputies and the Senate— 
the evolution of the idea of Rousseau, She 
lias Been the radical, socialistic and anarch­ 
ical clement gain in vigor steadily, while 
the 
conservative republican strength 
was shaken and diminished; it has 
seen the Empress boldly enter Paris 
on a mere pretext, but as the enemy of the 
republic, and to advance a scheme for its 
overthrow. France has witnessed the loss 
of the man who, of all others, could lead 
and control the populace ; it has experi­ 
enced the discontent of its own people at 
the position the nation has been compelled 
to occupy in the councils of Europe, when 
the belief has been entertained by them 
that she might dictate at certain points ; 
and it has seen the finances of the country 
involved by maladministration. The re­ 
capitulation does not end here ; it is almost 
endless—France has died daily, if we are 
to believe the dispatches and the nsrvous 
correspondents—but the truth is that we 
are apt to give too much credit to the 
power, Bhrewdness and wisdom of the 
enemies of the republic. Its friends are 
lees voluble, perhaps, but i ave at their 
backs the debt-holding conservative masses, 
who are averse to turmoil and will resist to 
the last any and all effortB to drag them 
into civil war. These have not shown as 
yet that they are deeply moved by the 
vacillating course of the ministry, the 
noisy cry of the agitators 3nd the dissen­ 
sions in the chambers. We believe that 
in this quiet of the masses, as opposed to 
the fever of the metropolitan populace and 
the pretensions of Orleanists, Bourbons 
and Bonapartists and the- contentions of 
the politicians, is to be found the evidence 
of the strength of the republic. Although 
France to-day is in great danger, we shall 
not lose faith in her present form of gov­ 
ernment until a revolution of arms has 
actually set in, and not then, until the op­ 
posing elemeuta shall have conquered.

TAX ON INTELLIGENCE. 


A correspondent, in another column, 
points out that the great floods in Germany 
were directly traceable to the destruction 
of forests on the headwaters of the rivers. 
This we made clear some time ago. Ger­ 
many has appointed a commission to ex­ 
amine into the matter, and now suggests a 
European Forestry Congress. California 
should take heed of these evidences of the 
danger invited by reckless destruction of 
our forest growth. Tne Legislative files 
are overloaded ; not one-twentieth of the 
bills can be reached ; bnt if ever there was 
a case of urgency it is found in the neces­ 
sity for inquiry—if nothing more—into the 
condition of our mountain slopes as to tim­ 
ber clothing. Let urgency be declared, and 
both house, without debate or the loss of 
twenty minutes time, agree on a bill of half 
a dozen lines to the appointment of three 
good, competent men to inqnire into the 
facts and report two years hence. Prob­ 
ably §500 would pay the expenses of such 
a commission. It should not be salaried, 
but composed of men willing to make the 
inquiry for the State for the sake of the 
good they will thereby bestow upon their 
fellow-citizens. The alarm at the East, the 
action at New York and the disasters in 


The United States Senate, after win­ 
ning praise by placing books on the free 
list, has reconsidered and replaced them 
among dutiable articles at fifteen per cent, 
ad valorem. It will not do to speculate on 
the tariff bill. 
Hopes are raised and 
dashed day after day. If the latest action 
stands, there has been some gain, as the 
figure first reported was twenty per cent. 
But the great injustice of any duty at all 
is shown by the fact that institutions of 
learning are allowed to irnoort books free 
—by special exemption—but the poor man, 
who wants all the books, and the best, 
his small salary will permit, when he goes 
to buy them fioda the law of his country 
confronting him : “ No, sir, no books, ex­ 
cept you pay fifteen per cent, ad valorem 
tax.” This he cannot afford, and so goes 
without his books. Why ? That Ameri­ 
can publishers, whose issues perhaps he 
does not want, may force him to buy of 
them. That is the logic of the situation. 


C3MPULSOF.Y EDUCATION. 
Governor Littlefield, of Rhode Island, is 
much alarmed at the slow decrease of illit­ 
eracy in his State. He nervously calls the 
attention of the Legislature to that fact, 
aDd to the other humiliating fact that the 
illiteracy of that commonwealth exceeds 
that of any other Northern State. He is 
satisfied there is a remedy for the evil, and 
after casting abont for it, he finds it in the 
cumpolsoiy tchool laws of other StateB, 
Connecticut having the most stringent and 
moet effective statute upon that subject. 
The Governor therefore urges his Legisla­ 
ture to adopt such regulations, and pro­ 
vide for their rigid enforcement, as shall 
compel attendance upon schools, with a 
view to speedily decreasing the great num­ 
ber of illiterates iu that State. 
MORTGAGING THE FUTURE. 
A remonstrance has been filed against 
placing lumber on the free list, because so 
many men are employed in the industry. 
That means, if it means anything, that our 
forests are to be destroyed without mercy 
or pause, that in the early future we may 
be forced to pay tribute to other sections 
more provident of their timber Bupply. 
W hat will the large number of employes 
do then ' Is it not better that half of them 
work continuously than that all of them 
cease soon ? Shall we permit a class to 
scuttle the boat in order to give that class 
Something to do ? The protectionists would 
not only rob us of what we have, but pro­ 
pose to put a mortgage on the future that 
can never be satisfied. 
THE INVESTIGATION. 
Two members of the Board of Super­ 
visors assure us that the Board, as they 
believe, will, without hesitation, enter 
upon an inquiry into the facts underlying 
the charges made by the late Grand Jury. 
It is to be hoped they are correct in their 
forecast, and we believe they are. It is 
timely to suggest that in the investigation 
there should be practiced a strict economy. 
Let time enough be taken, but only so 
much testimony reduced to writing as is 
relevant and directly to the point.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Dudley Unseated In the Senate—The Dem­ 
ocrats in the Assembly In a Queer Pre­ 
dicament—A Vacant Chair. 
Both houses of the legislature held Ion? sessions 
yesterday. In the Senate, Dudley of Solano was 
unseated and his seaf given to L W. Buck, the first 
thing in the morning. The rest of the day was 
taken up with the consideration of the road law, 
which finally went to engrossment. The Assembly 
unseated Barnes and declared his seat vacant, and 
for a time there was great excitement among the 
Democratic faithful. An evening session was held 
to straighten the matter out. 
The Senate met at 10 A. M., Lieu.enant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
McClure introduced a bill providing that after the 
first day of January, 1SS6, dead bodies shall not be 
buried within the limits of any incorporated town 
or city or municipal corporation. Makes it a mis­ 
demeanor to violate the provisions of the Act. 
Kelly of Solano introduced a bill to amend Sec 
tions 552 and 559 of the Cede of Civil Procedure, 
concerning attachments. It allows attachments to 
continue until the debt is'satisfied. 
Cronan introduced a bill appropriating $4,000 for 
the benefit of the Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum. 
Spencer of Napa introduced a bill providing that 
when any warrant is drawn by the State Controller 
in favor of the directors, trustees or commissioners 
of any institution or department of government 
supported entirely by the State, and is piesented to 
the átate Treasurer for payment, and the same is 
not paid for want of funds, the Treasurer must in­ 
dorse thereon “ Not paid for the want cf funds,” 
with the date of presentation aiul sign his name 
thereto, and from that time until paid, or notice 
given that payment will be made, the warrant bears 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum. 
Knight introduced a bill to authorize Boards of 
Supervisors to allow County Auditors to audit and 
County Treasurers to pay claims of persons who 
have through a mistake as to the law been elected 
to the office of Road master. 
Spencer of Stanislaus introduced a bill relative to 
funding aud refunding county indebted ness. 
Johnson introduced a bill to amend the Act cre­ 
ating Hastings* College of Law. 
Cronan, ir on the Joint Committee on Public 
Buildings, introduced a bill to provide for the erec­ 
tion of buildings and other improvements for the 
Napa Asylum for the Insane. Appropriates$24,000. 
The Senate then took up the special order ot the 
day- the contested ehction case of Buck va. Du ¡ley 
^th e first question being on the adoption of the 
minority report, which declared the sitting member 
eutitlod to his teat 
Tne Senate refused to adopt the minority report 
by a vote of 9 ayes to 23 note—a strict party vote. 
The Senate then adopted the report of the majori­ 
ty of the Committee on Elections, declaring L M. 
Buck, the contestant, to be entitled to a seat in the 
Senate from Solano c untv, by the following vote : 
Aves—Cox, Cronan, Cross, Del Valle, Dougherty, 
English, Filcher, Foster, Harrigan, Johnson, Ke 1» gg, 
Keating, Knight. Langford, Lynch, Maddox, Mc­ 
Carthy, Nelson, Reddy, Reynolds, Ryan, Sullivan, 
Spencer of Napa, Spencer of Stanislaus, Taylor and 
Wollskill—26. 
Noes—Chandler, Fraser, McClure, Perry, Routier, 
St *eie, Viooman, Wallis and Whitnev—9. 
The Lieutenant-Governor appointed Senator 
Kellogg a committee of one to introduce the Sen­ 
ator elect. Senator Kellogg escorted L. M. Buck to 
the bar of the Senate and be took and subscribed 
to the oath of Senator of the State o' California, 
the oath being administered by Lieutenant-Goveruor 
Daggett. 
Cross introduced a joint res >lution requesting our 
Representatives and instructing our Senators in 
Congress to favor the passage of an Act of Congre¿8, 
providing for a civil government in Alaska. 
The Committee on Claims reported back the bill 
for the contingent fund of the áenate. It was taken 
up at once, declared a case of urgency, the rules 
were suspended and it was read three times and 
pa sed. 
Other committees reported back various bills. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of A. B. 
i —the road law—the question being on the adoption 
of the following amendment, offered by Whitney : 
Strike out the proviso, commencing on line 6 of 
Section 2, page IS, and insert the follewirg in lieu 
thereof: “ Provideo further, that nothing herein 
contained shall be deemed to authorize the levy or 
collection of a road poll t »x or property road tax 
within municipalities existing under the laws of 
this S^ate, wherein work or improvement upon the 
streets is done by virtue of anv law relating to street 
work and improvements within such municipality.” 
Ryan spoke against the adoption of the amend­ 
ment, on the ground that it. was right that the peo­ 
ple of incorporated towns and cities should help pay 
to maintain the roads surrounding them. 
Langford opposed th e am endm ent on the sam e 
ground, and also because he believed it would m ake 
the law unconstitutional. 
Cox, McClure, Whitney, Spencer of Napa and 
Vrooman spoke in favor of the amendmrnt. 
Mr. Vrooman made an earnest endeavor to secure 
the adoption of the amendment, speaking strongly 
in favor of it and arguing in an emphatic and log­ 
ical manner. Among other things, he 9aid : Mr. 
President, I hope this amendment will be adopted. 
I believe from the reading of the section as it now 
appears io the bill that it was the intention of the 
committee that the bill should have the effect which 
is proposed to be given it by this amendment. But 
I submit to the Se atom that if they will examine 
the section they will support this amendment, and 
wc can then tell what the effect of it will be. Now, 
sir, as to the constitutional question suggested by 
the Senator from Sonoma. There is no doubt at ail 
but what this amendment is constitut oual. It is 
laid down in Cooky on Constitutional Limitation» 
that the rule requiring tax ition to be equal ami uni— 
form docs not apply to assessments for road pur­ 
poses. 1 see the S nator from San Joaquin looking 
doubtful about it,and I call his attention to the sec­ 
tion. I read from Section 495 : 
“As t » all taxation app irtioned upon property, 
there must be taxing district?, and within these dis­ 
tricts the rule of absolute uniformity uniat be appli­ 
cable. A State tax is to be apportioned through the 
Slate, a county tax through the coui ty, a city tax 
through the city, while in the case of local improve­ 
ments, benefiting in a special and j»eculiar manner 
some portion of the State or of a county 
or city, it 
is 
competent 
tc 
arrange 
a 
special taxing 
district 
within 
which 
the 
expense shall be apportioned. School districts and 
road districts are also taxing districts for the pecu­ 
liar purji-.ses for which they exist, and villages may 
have special powers of taxation nis-inct from the 
townships of which they form a part." 
I read from Cooley on Constitutional Limitations. 
He lays down the proposition that a road district 
may be a special taxing district, aud that the rule 
of the Constitution requiring the taxation to be 
equal and uniform does not apply to that tax. 
I a so call the attention of the Senate to Section 
755 of Dillon on Municipal Corporations. “ The 
Constitution of California requires that ‘ taxation 
shall be equal and uniform throughout the State, 
aud tint all property in the biate shall b"¡ taxed in 
proportion to its value.’ The word 'taxation,’ as 
here U9ed, was held by the Supreme Court of that 
State to refer to general taxes to defray 
the ordinary expenses of the State and its 
subordinate íocal governments, and not to assess­ 
ments f »r local improvements; that taxation wis 
intended to be exercised upon the basis of value, 80 
as to secure equality and unifora ity ; that assess 
ment3 (although a branch of the taxing power) need 
not necessarily be exercised on the ad valorem prin 
ciple, but the Legidature is at liberty to adopt a 
different mode or basis of apportionment, such a* 
frontage benefits received, or superficial contenta.” 
Nowr in the ease o? Emory against the gas company, 
in 2S of California, this entire question was dis­ 
cuss d, and after an exhaustive review of all cases 
bearing upon the subject, the Supreme Court held 
that it was c< ni peten t for the jLegi^ ature, in the 
mattf r of constructing roada and Highways and 
streets, to levy the tav upon the districts supposed 
to be benefited by the proposed improvements 
They Bay that in those caso» it was com­ 
petent for the Legislature to define the district 
that will be benefi*e<i by the proposed improve­ 
ments and levee in that district. Now, it was 
stated bv the Senators here yesterday that th;g whs 
an attempt t > incorporate in the road law a new pro­ 
vision. I desire espec ally to direct your attention 
to Section 6>llof Uitteh’a General Laws. I call the 
Senator»’ attention to this fact because it was stated 
here yesterday upon the floor of ihis Senate t at it 
had never be-n toe law of the Statejto exempt mun ei- 
palities from t ixrtion for road purposes. The law in 
force before the adoption of the Code roads as fol­ 
lows : “ The Board of Supervisors shall have power 
to levy a road tax on all able bodied men between 
the ages of twentv-one and fifty years, which shall 
not exceed four dollars per annum, and a property 
tax which .shall not exceed fi.e cent * r n each one 
hundred d-dlar?, for road purpisses, to he levied and 
collected at ihe same time and in the 9ame 
manner as other property taxes are collected ; 
provided that the provisions of this section, bo far 
as it relates to the road tax, shall not app y to any 
of the tnc .rp .rated cities of this State ; and pro­ 
vided further, that any per¿o:i liable to pay rood- 
tax as hercn provided, may at his option pay the 
same in labor < -n the road, under the direction of 
the Overseer, at the rate of tw > dollars per day.” 
Now. here is the provision of the btatute in force 
before the adoption of the Code, providing that you 
could not ass’sa a road tax upon property in'the 
city. Again, Section 2664 of the Political Code con­ 
tains the same provision, and rearl-t as follows; 
“ The road pull and property tax herein provided 
for, must not be levied or collected from the inhab­ 
itants or prope ty of incorporated towns and cities 
which by municipal authority levy tuch taxes fur 
the streets and aSit\B thereof.” 
The provision that we are attempting to have 
adopted into i bis proposed law has been the law of 
this State for the la*t twenty veara. It is a just and 
equitable ame minen t, and certainly ought to be 
adopted. 
Penning consid ration of the amendment, the 
Senate took a r< Ct6s until 2 r u 
After recess trie Senate took up the Assembly 
me&aoge, and bills were referred to the proper com­ 
mitters. 
The Senate then took up the Assembly bill pro­ 
viding for an appropriation for the contingent fund 
of the Apaembly. It was declared a case of urgency, 
the rules were suspended, and it was read three 
times and passed. 
A message was received from the Governor, an­ 
nouncing his approval of S B. 12, to amend Section 
326 of the Civil Code, relating to stock and stock­ 
holders. 
, 
The spccia’ order for the hour—S. B ’s 117 
aud 140, amendments to the Constituí!>n, in re­ 
gard to a State series of tcxt-b oka- was postponed 
until Wednesday next, at 2 o’clock r. x. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of the 
amendment proposed by sk-nator Whitney to the 
road law. 
McClure spoke in favor of the aaao*u}roent, quot­ 
ing a number of authorities in support of his poei 
tion, and reading from the veto meeaage of the Gov­ 
ernor iu 1881, returning the road law passed at that 
time without his approval. 
Vrooman mode another fore ble speech in favor of 
the amendment. The amendment simply provided 
that if a municipality d*A« not improve its streets 
and pay theref«ir then it rauH pay money for the 
improvement of roads; but where munieipalitiu-* 
are Uxed for their streets they shall aot be taxed 
for ruad*. H y thought that this wig simple justice 
Ryan moved to amend the amendment by striking 
out tne words "o r property read t&jt ” 
The amendment woe lost. 
Taylor off .red the following substitute for the 
amendment; 
“ Provided, that this 
shall not apply, so far 


as it relates to the levy and collection of property 
and poll-taxes, to any corporated city, city and 
county, town or colony, when such city, city ar.d 
county, town or colony shall, by virtue of any ordi­ 
nance or charter which it now has, or may hereafter 
have, provide for the construction, maintenance 
and improvement of its public streets, wavs, roais 
and squares.” 
The amcntment was lost, on a call of the roll, by 
a vote of 9 ayea to 25 noes. 
Whitney's amendment was then adopted by the 
followingjrote r 
A>es—Cox, Cronan, Del Valle, Dougherty, Ilar- 
rigan, Keating, Kellogg, Knight, Maddox,’McCar­ 
thy, McClure, Nelson, Perry, Routier, Spencer of 
Napa, Sullivan, Vrooman, Whitney—18. 
Noes—Chandler, (.rose, English, Filcher, Foster, 
Fraser, John?on, Kelly of San .Francisco, Kelly of 
Solano, Langford, Lynch, Reynolds, Ryan, Spencer 
of Stanislaus, Taylor, Wallis, Wolff kill ’ 17. 
The discussion over this amendment was a very 
interesting one, and the fiaht made by Senator Yroo- 
uan was one of the most persistent and tireless of 
the session. Ryan moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the amendm nt was adopted. 
Del Valle 
rai ed the point of order that the gentleman voted 
with the minority, and therefore had no right to 
move a reconsideration. The Chair held the point 
of order to be well taken. 
Some amendments of minor importance were 
adopted. 
Routier moved to so amend the bill that the 
Boards of Supervisors would not bare power to 
place gates across a public highway, by striking out 
the words “ public roads” and inserting the words 
“ private or by-roadsspeaking earnestly iu favor 
of his amendment. His position was supported by 
Spencer of Napa and heddy. 
Filcher and Johi sou sp ike against the amend­ 
ment. The section as it stood simply carried out 
the spirit of-the Constitution by leaving matters of 
this character to the local Boards of Supervisors. 
Chaudlcr opposed the amendment on the ground 
tl at if it was od< pted theie w s not a county in the 
State able to Secure the r ads that were needed. 
After a long discussion Langford runted the point 
of order that the amen, meiit had been proposed a 
fe-v days ago and n jectrd. 
Tne Chair ruhd the point of order not we’l taken, 
as the amendment did not cover tae same ground as 
the other one. 
The roll was called, and before the vote on the 
amendment was announced Routier objected to the 
counting oí the vote of Kellogg, that Senator hav­ 
ing bi-en outside of the rail when his name was 
called. The Chair sustained the point of order. 
Sever. 1 Senators then asked for a new roll call and 
the Chair decided to put tnat motion. Reddy ap­ 
pealed from the decision of the Chair. 
The roll was called, and the d ciwi< n of the Chair 
was sustained by a vote of 24 ayes to 12 uoes. 
The roll was again called, and the amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 19 ayes to 17 noes. 
Cross introduced out of crdtr a bill allowing di­ 
vorces to be granted inactions to be brought in the 
name of the people of the St«te, when ihc pur tics 
have lived separate for a term of four years. 
Consideration of the road Jaw was resumeid. 
Maddox moved to strike out Section 2712, which 
allowed the Board of Supervisors to pay for the 
buildingoi bridges out of the general fiind, when 
the road fond is exhausted, and spoke warmly in 
favor of his amendment.

Vrooman, Chandler and Whitney opposed the 
amendment, and after some dncuesion it was with­ 
drawn.

Whitney introduced » bill appropriating money 
for the support of aged persons in indigent circum­ 
stances. 
Cronan introduced a bill which in effect will oust 
the License Collect >r in ¡San Frnr cisco. 
Langford presented a petition from Laura De 
Force Gordon, asking for the right to exercise the 
elective franchise. 
Kellogg introduced a resolution to pay J. W. Dud­ 
ley, the retiring Senator, $ 76 for his expenses in 
the contested case • f Buck vs. Dudley. It was re­ 
ferred to the Committee ou Contingent Expenses. 
At 4:50 p m. the Senate adjourne i. 
The Assembly met at 10 a. m., Speaker LaRue in 
the *:hair. 
Messrs. Beard, Peterson and Martin were granted 
leave of absence ou accou .t of sick m m 
Keeler presented a petition fr< ni Laura DeForce 
Gordon asking the Legislature to “ enact such 
measures as would remove her polffical disabilities 
and place women upon an equality with men citi­ 
zens.” 
on motion of Flynn the Assembly took up A. B. 
123—to divide the btate into Assembly districts— 
aud it was read a second time. A lengthy discuss­ 
ion arose over the apportionment of Yuba and 
butter counties. The bill gave those two counties 
one Assemblyman jointly and Cutter urged that 
each county should have one, and that Sacramento, 
Sonoma or A'amcda should ha e one less represent­ 
ative. It was finally decided to pas* over the coun­ 
ties of Yuba, Su:tcr, Sacramento, Alameda, Hum- 
b Idt and Sonoma until the representation of tfie 
other counties was disposed of. 
A bill appropriating .$10,000 for the contingent ex­ 
penses of the Senate and $15.000 for the contingent 
expenses of the Assembly was declared a case of 
urgency, read three times and passed 
James M. Farrelly was allowed $157 80 for services 
rendered the Joint Committee ou Commerce and 
Navigation. 
At 2 i*. m. the special order— con si Jerat ion of ma- 
j rity and minority reports of the Committee on 
Elections in the case of Dozier vs Barnes- was 
taken up for consideration, the question being on 
the motion by Mr. Lewiaon to adopt the minority 
report of the committee, which was amended by 
Mr. Bibb to adopt the majority report. 
(Jaminetti addressed the Assembly on the subject, 
takiug the ground that the contestant had failed to 
make out a case.

election of the hitting member, D. G. Barnes, should 
be declared invalid, and the scat he now occupies A3 
a member of the Assembly from the county ot So­ 
lano declared vacant. 
Booth moved that Barnes should be allowed to 
address the Assembly after the arguments were 
closed. Carried. 
Johnston said he was not in favor of rearing Do­ 
zier, and he also held that Barnes was not entitled 
to a seat in the Assembly. 
Yell moved the previous question, except as to 
Barnes. 
Leverson offered as a substitute for Caminetti’s 
resolution th* following: 
1. That the sitting nu mber for Solano county, D. 
G. Barne*, is not entitled to the seat in the Assem­ 
bly for that county, on account of the fraud and 
intimidation practiced in the Firet and becond 
Wards of Vallejo, in said comity. 
_ 2 lhat the said D. G. Birncs was neither par­ 
ticipant in nor c gnizant of Baid frauds. 
3. That the votes of those wards bear so large a 
proportion to the v tes of the whole county that no 
valid election was held in said county. 
4. That by reason thereof the c mtestant, E. C. 
Dozier, is not entitled to the seat in the Astembly 
for said courty. 
Caminctti withdrew his motion and accepted lhat 
of Leverson. 
Terry said he did not consider that the contestant 
had made a good case. There w«s not sufficient evi­ 
dence to warrant the Assembly in unseating Mr. 
Barnes It would be dangerous to unseat the mem­ 
ber who bod received a certificate of election in this 
chse. If it were show'n that Mr. Barnes was inter­ 
ested in this fraud, guilty of anv bribe or improper 
influencing of voters, then he w*ould say unseat him. 
There is nothing to show that he is in any manner 
connected with this fraud, and he could not vote to 
unseat the sitting member. 
Crumpton was in favor of adopting the majority 
report, and if that could not be carried he should 
support the minority report, lie thought Mr. 
Dozer entitled to th seat, but rather than have the 
seat vacated, he would vote for Mr. Barnes. In his 
opinion .Solano was entitled to two members, an«l to 
refuse her a proper number would be doing a great 
wrong. 
Keeler i-poke in favor of Barnes. 
Barnes reviewed the testimony, and stated his side 
of the case. 
Yell then insisted on his prev*»ns question.

SPIDERS. 


Moat readers of the Press are doubtless 
familiar with the name of Mrs. Mary 
Treat, of Vineland, N . J., whose studies 
in natural history have been from tim e to 
tim e recorded in the columns of the monthly 
magazines and other periodicals. 
A t pres­ 
ent Mrs. Treat’s observations are conrined 
chiefly to spiders. 
Calling at her cottage 
in the suburbs of this city, where she íb 
cosily “ at h om e” in a suite of sunshiny 
apartments, which she occupies alone, I 
found the spider-lover—a cultured, refined, 
delicate little lady, whose hair is lightly 
touched with gray—returning from a morn­ 
ing spent in au oak opening at a short dis­ 
tance in the rear of the house. 
Books and 
papers marked “ with the author’s compli­ 
m ents,” occupy the reading-stand ; in the 
sunny bay-window a microscope is sta­ 
tioned ready for U3e ; bright woods, gath­ 
ered leaves, souvenirs of an autumn jour­ 
ney in the North, adorn the walls, and a 
sm all table, placed at a sufficient distance 
from the window to allow, easy passage 
around it, holds several large bouquets, of 
more brilliancy than beauty. 
“ Those are not placed there to admiro,” 
she says, in answer to the notice they call 
forth, “ but to entice some spider, out in 
search of a building site. 
Several have 
settled down to business already. 
W ould 
you ¡ike to take a peep at them in tbeir 
own domiciles ?” moving around the table 
w ith as much pride as though it was a 
plush-embroidered, sunflower she was about 
to exhibit. 
“ There is one of my especial 
pets ; isn’t he a beauty ?" 
There he was— 
a brown, hairy, long-legged fellow, sitting 
w ith hia knees doubled up, evidently wait­ 
ing for some incautious visitor in the edible 
line to come along and supply him with a 
meat dinner. 
“ How do they subsist now that fly-time 
is over ?” I asked. 
“ Oh, I forage for them ,” she answered. 
“ W hen the weather is cold they eat noth­ 
ing. 
There is a colony of them now under 
that beil-glasB in the lig h t; they have gone 
into winter quarters. Sometimes they keep 
active the winter through without food ; 
but whenever days are sunny dinners are 
plenty, for I throw open the doors and 
windows, set ont some growing thing3 to 
make the room bright as possible, and the 
flies come buzzing in, and I am able to har­ 
vest a small crop. 
It is a poor day when 
m y spiders and I together cannot lure a few 
unwary victims into a neat little trap. 
By 
moderate strategy I make the cap.ure, and 
they put the prisoners to death.” 
“ Is it true that they devour their kind?” 
“ Sometimes. 
Tne male is a henpecked 
fellow, and the female will eat him if she 
gets a 
chance. 
Occasionally a mother 
spider kills some of her numerous progeny 
to feed her remaining ravenous brood of 
spiderlings. 
A t one time I brought up an 
entire family in a bottle, and you can have 
no idea how interesting I found them. The 
babies, in astonishing numbers, swarm on 
the mother’s back and crawl over her body 
until big enough to wean, which is not 
until they are from four to six weeks old. 
A t that time she kicks, shakes, or scrapes 
them off by the dozen, and after a few re­ 
buffs they run away to set up house-keep­ 
ing for themselves. 
It is amusing to watch 
the mother feed her brood. 
I have fre­ 
quently offered her a nice plump fly, which 
see accepted eagerly, and immediately sev­ 
eral of the little ones were bidden to the 
feast. 
Three or four would gather around 
and suck toe juices while she held the 
dainty morsel for them. 
W hen they had 
drawn plenty off they scampered and a new 
relay came up to lay hold of the tidbit.” 
“ It íb plain you do not share the popu­ 
lar antipathy to spiders,” I remarked, en­ 
deavoring to make satisfactory inspection 
and still maintain a respectful distance 
from a sprawly black creature that goes 
stalking about on some mysterious errand 
connected with its spinning. 
“ No, I have no antipathy for them ,’’ she 
says, warmly. 
“ They are pretty good 
companions when oue lives alone. 
I have 
spent several years studying them here and 
in portions of New England, cultivating 
their agriculture closely, and yet I feel 
that 1 am only beginning to know their 
ways. 
They are beginning to know me, 
and w ill take building material from my 
hand when I offer it. A spider lives several 
years, and besides their domestic life, their 
building and spinning and weaving, which 
are beautifully and system atically carried 
on, there are births and deaths to be 
chronicled, and curious characteristic.traits 
which only the close observer discovers.”

Very long 
spindle-shaped letters are considered most 
correct for bed and table linen, forming a 
bright Datch of color wherever seen.

chon lace is a durable and inexpensive ad ­ 
dition to “ best” bed linen, and gives the 
charm of finish when used to edge the 
broad hemstitched upper borders of sheets 
and edges of pillows and shams.

Hang up each piece sep­ 
arately to drip. 
Do not wring tbe goods. 
W hen dripped and half dry, rinse again in 
clear, soft, warm water, and hang up again 
to dry. 
W hen nearly dry, iron on the 
wrong side. 
Be caieful not to wring or 
crease the cashirere at all during the pro­ 
cess, and when finished it will look almost 
or quite as good as new. 
Be sure to wash 
your hands with toilet soap of good qual­ 
ity, and after drying them use a little 
glycerine and rose-water mixture on them 
before going cut into the air. 
A mixture 
of pure white glycerine and rose-water in 
equal parts should be on every lady’s toilet 
table. 
Eloise will find it necessary to rip 
up any woolen dress that is to be dyed or 
washed.

the necessary order in the name of tho Sec­ 
retary of W ar, wh > highly complimented 
him on hiR readiocs-of ¡e?"nrce. A fterssrv- 
ing for a time as Chief of S'aff with General 
Paiteraon, he was appointed Commander of a 
division in the newly-organized A rm y of the 
Potomse, in which cap - city he captured 
Y o rk tw a . 
As commander of the Fifth 
Army C >rps h- foiicht iu the battles of New 
Bridge, Hanover Court-housr, Gaines’ Mill, 
Tut key Bridge end M alvern Hill, and was 
promoted M aj r G eneral of volunteers and 
Brevet JtSrigadiei-G neral 
in 
the regular 
army. 
W hen the Peuicsu’a was abandoned 
by the Arm y of the Potomac, General Porter 
was assigned a om m and under General 
Pone. 
He reported on the 26,h of August, 
1S02 
The second battle of Bull R un was 
fcu ih t during the closing days of the same 
month, and it was charged against Porter by 
General Pope th at he was guilty of disobe­ 
dience of orders and ndsbm avior before the 
enemy during the progress cf this conflict, 
August 27-29 
Toe canrrquecce was a c ;urt- 
m artial trial, which was begun on the 1st of 
December, 1802, and was ended on the 10th 
of January eu-ulno. 
Genora1 Porter was 
found guilty of tho charges made against him 
a id senteno-d to be cashiered and “ forever 
disqualified from bolding any office of trust or 
profit ucd--r the Government of the United 
States.” 
H e soon beg n b> siuess in New 
York city, which he reiii quished to become 
superirteudent of the construction of the New 
Jersey Insane Asylum. 
Iu 1875 he was ap- 
pdnted a Comn.i'-siorer of Public W orks in 
New Y<rk. 
Ever since bis conviction Gen­ 
eral Porier has worked iaiefatigably to bring 
about a reversa! of the sentence pronounced 
against him. 
President Hayes appoint d a 
Commission to inquire into the case, who 
exonerated Porter from blame in the m atters 
up n which he had Keen found delinquent by 
the court-m srti .1. 
This opinion has beeo 
adopted by General G ra n t; and the friends 
cf the disgraced solcier have succeeded in 
getting a bid through the U nited States Sen­ 
ate, the passage of which by the Honse of 
R epresentatives and the signature of Presi­ 
dent A rthur would reinstate him in his 
former rank in the army.

The Im pjrtance and Results of Summer 
Fallowing—Coal Ashes as a Fertilizer 
—Treatment of Garget—Itc. 


Closely allied to the subject of deep and 
thorough cultivation of land, urged by us 
recently as necessary for obtaining the best 
results in tilling the soil—or perhaps more 
accurately stated as part of that subject—is 
the work of summer fallowing. 
Tue eea- 
son for this is now at hand, and many 
farmers who pursued this course last year, 
and were thereby enabled to put in their 
crops ear'y the present season, are already 
engaged in plowing tbeir fields preparatory 
to next fall and winter sowing. 
Outside of 
the beneficial effects to the land by the 
summer’s rest, aDd the pulverizing and fer­ 
tilizing influence of the Bun through the 
summer upon the deeply turned up soil— 
which benefit is at once and surely re­ 
flected in the large increase of production 
—is 
the 
fact 
that it 
enables 
the 
farmer 
to 
keep 
better 
abreast 
of 
his 
w ork; 
to 
put 
in 
his 
crops 
promptly 
in« season, 
and, 
in 
full, 
to feel and know th at he is managing his 
farm, instead of his farm and work driving 
and managing him. 
The occupation of 
farming, when wisely carried on, in placa 
of being characterized as one of ceaseless 
and irksome toil, as frequently regarded 
from false premises, should be accompa­ 
nied with a great degree of independence 
and restful opportunities, especially in this 
State, with its peculiar and regular recur­ 
ring alternating seasons of activities and 
rests. 
True, the enterprising farmer can always 
find plenty to do when his crops are all in 
and growing, or when they have been har­ 
vested, thrashed and sacked, and “ the 
season’s work is completed. ” 
fiat it is no 
more true that there is always plenty for 
him to do, than that in this country of 
“ two seasons for the farmer ”—sowing and 
harvesting—there is also always plenty of 
time in which to do all needful work, and 
w ith leisure, opportunities reserved, if as 
already stated, the work of the farm be bo 
managed that the proprietor is abreast of 
his work, and, in common phrase, runs his 
farm, instead of the farm running him. 
In order to accomplish and maintain this 
desired end, nothing is bo helpful and suc­ 
cessful as the practice of winter and spring 
plowing for summer-fallow. I t places one of 
the largest porti ms of the year’s work at a 
time when there is ereateat leisure to do i t ; 
when the ground is iu best condition for 
the plow and when it can be accom­ 
plished 
at 
the 
minimum 
cost. 
If 
these 
alone were the 
moving consid­ 
erations in favor of summer-fallowing, 
they would be amply sufficient, but as 
every practical and observing farmer well 
know3, they are but the minor features iu 
the proposition ; and the far greater one— 
the large increase of production—is that 
which, no doubt, will in time secure the 
general adoption of the system, as the in­ 
creased income directly resulting will be 
more potent in influencing the minds of 
farmers than the more remote, but not less 
essential, features above suggested. 
The 
increase of yield from summer fallowing 
has been fouud in different portions of the 
State to be from CO to 150 per cent. 
In 
some seasons, possessing peculiar and un­ 
usual features, the increase resulting has 
even been greater, while the instances, if 
auy, in which advanced plowing has not 
proved beneficial and produced an increase 
of cereals are not sufficient to be taken 
into consideration. 
Some who have strong and productive 
lands, lying in favored localities, may take 
exception to these statements, and claim 
that they can successfully raise crops of 
grain each year, for any number of suc­ 
ceeding years, upon the same field, and 
that therefore the plan of summer-fallow­ 
ing, and allowing land to lie idle each 
alternate year, as required under that 
method, would result in a loss, by yielding 
less bushels in the aggregate, and therefore 
prove a failure with them. 
This by no 
means follows. 
In the first place, in order 
to see the slow but none the less sure and 
constant deterioration of the soil from the 
practice of cropping every year without 
rest or rotation of crops, and especially 
w ithout resupplying with fertilizers the 
elements of the soil necessary for plant 
growth, which are constantly being taken 
from it by each succeeding crop—and 
the 
application 
of 
snch 
fertilizers 
is 
almost 
an 
unknown 
feature 
in 
practice 
thus 
far 
in 
California—we 
have only to ask of such farmers the 
amount of yield they now obtain per acre 
and compare it with that produced ten or 
tw enty years since upon the same lands, 
to discover the fallacy of such position and 
establish the fact that a change of methods 
has become, even with them, a necessity. 
I t is only by comparing present results 
w ith those of a former period that we can 
get reliable data and satisfactory proof as 
to our drifting. 
In the second place, it is by no means 
proven that because the sggregate of two 
years’ crops produced by successive annual 
cropping is greater thau that obtained in 
the same period of time by summer-fallow­ 
ing, and allowing the land to rest each 
alternate year, that therefore the latter is 
a failure or is not the most profitable. For 
suppose that under the system of annual 
crops ten bushels of wheat, for example, is 
obtained each year per acre, making twenty 
bushels in two years ; whereas by summer 
fallowing one year, and taking off a crop 
the following year with an increased yield 
say of 50 per cent, from this system of cul­ 
tivation, we would have under this method 
but fifteen bushels produced in the same 
period, as against tw enty bushels under 
the former course. 
Here, however, the 
question of cost steps in and decides the 
problem—for the prime question, after all, 
is not alone the amount produced, but the 
amount obtained above cost of production. 
If. 
therefore, 
the 
actual 
cost 
of 
production 
was 
the 
value 
of five bushels of wheat per acre for each 
crop ; the cost in the first instance would 
be five bushels of each of the two annual 
crops, making the value of ten bushels as 
ccst, and leaving but ten bushels out of the 
tw enty as profit for putting in, harvesting 
and marketing the two crops. 
Nowon the 
other hand, if we obtain fifteen bushels 
from a single crop by means of giving the 
land one year’s rest under summer-fallow, 
we have only to deduct the value of five 
bushels as coat of production—the same 
as 
for 
a 
single 
crop — the 
other 
way, 
and 
we have ten 
bushels left 
the same amount of profit as obtained by 
two years’ crops the other way, and with 
only half the toil and half the loss of pro­ 
ducing element taken from the soil. 
This computation is based upon a low 
figure—50 per cent., as the increase from 
cropping alternate years and summer-fal­ 
lowing, for experience and statistics show 
th at the yield is often 100 per cent, greater. 
Taking that figure, then—100 per cent., 
as the amount of increase 
from this 
method, and the profit above cost of pro­ 
duction wonld be fifteen bushels for a sin­ 
gle crop, as against ten from the two years' 
successive crops the other way. 
These are not illusive figures nor imprac­ 
ticable theories, as is well known and will 
be attested by all who have come to this 
path in farming, and the day is not far dis­ 
tan t when from necessity, by deterioration 
of the grain-producing lands from constant 
UBS, and the difficulty in most parts of this 
State to economically supply fertilizers to 
meet the drain upon the plant-producing 
element of the soil, that rest through 
summer-fallowing will be found a wise ne­ 
cessity, and be generally adopted by those 
who are still practicing the old way. 


AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 
• 
The nse of coal ashes mixed into clayey 
soils has been found of great benefit, and 
its value is vouched for by many agrioult- 
nrists. 
The Hu-ihandman reports an ex 


periment made with coal ash es, applied at 
the rate of 200 bushels to th e square rod. 
The soil was compact and h ea v y . 
The 
ashes were drawn on late in the autumn 
and spread on the ground, which has been 
recently plowed. 
In the spring the plow­ 
ing was repeated, thoroughly mixing the 
ashes with the soiL 
Tue ground was 
planted with garden vegetables. 
The 
beneficial result was in the correction of 
the heavy character of the soil, the ashes 
acting mechanically and not as a manure, 
and producing a satisfactory improvement. 
How to treat 
a 
rusty 
plow : 
Pour 
half 
a pint of 
sulphuric acid slowly 
into a quart of water. Wash the iron with 
it. and when it has evaporated wash again. 
Then wash with water, apply more acid, 
and rub the worst spots with a brick. 
Fi­ 
nally wash thoroughly with water, rub dry, 
apply kerosene and store away. 
A writer says he has never failed to cure 
garget by the use of beans. 
He feeds one 
p iD t of bean meal, mixed with other meal, 
for four successive days, and has found 
that quantity sufficient to cure the worst 
cases. 
He thinks if cows were fed with 
bean meal several times a year they would 
never be troubled with garget. 
Charles Beach, Preridentof the Wiscon- 
oin Dairymen’s Association, is authority for 
the statem ent that the cow had contributed 
£250,000,000 to the wealth of the nation 
within the past year, and that cattle raising 
had decreased over 10 per cent, in the past 
ten years.

Terrible Snfiering of a Boat Load of Cast­ 
aways. 
The Pacific Mail steamship City of Tokio, 
which arrived in San Francisco from China 
and Japan Thursday, brought six South 
Sea Islanders from Abimana, of the Gil­ 
bert Islands. 
They were picked up at sea 
by the ship Northern Light and taken to 
Yokohama. 
The ship found them adrift 
and in a dying condition on November 
10th, in latitude 70” 31' south, and longi­ 
tude 168” 1' east. 
The boat contained ten 
persons, five of whom had died of starva­ 
tion. 
There was one woman among the 
survivors. 
They were so emaciated and 
looked so wretched, especially the woman, 
th at at first their recovery was believed to 
be impossible. 
However, they received all 
possible care, and all recovered. 
Their 
story was that in attem pting to cross from 
one island to another a storm overtook 
them and drove them to sea and out of 
sight of land. 
They had nothing to eat 
but a little dry pulverized banana, and to 
drink, a few gallons of water in vessels. 
The woman gave birth to a child while on 
board the Northern Light, but the babe 
did not survive. 
Oue of the men speak9 a 
little English. 
They are to be sent back 
from San Francisco to Australia, thence to 
the Fiji Islands, and from there to the Gil­ 
bert Islands. 
To all outward appearances 
they are untutored savagee, yet constant 
intercourse with them shows that they 
have been under missionary influence. Cap­ 
tain Slocum, of the Northern Light, said 
regarding them : “ A more devout band of 
Christians I never met. W hen first hauled 
out of their cheerless cockleshell, more 
dead than alive, they fell upon their knees 
on deck and gave thanks to the Almighty 
with becoming reverence.”

Discharges from the Tar. and 


Noises in the Head.

Deafness is one of the most severe afflictions in­ 


cident to m ankind. 
In proportion to ita intensity, 


it disqualifies alike for the duties and enjoym ents of 


life, renders converse with others tedious and almost 


painful, aud to the naturally intelligent is oft n 


more grievous than the deprivation of sight. 
And 


yet in the m ajority of cases of confirmed deafness 


the difficulty ia often attributable to a culpable habit 


of neglect in making application for relief during 


the earlier stages of the aural complaint. 
Only in 


rare instances is the hearing lost suddenly; in most 


cases the approach of deafness is extrem ely in­ 


sidious; indeed, the faculty of hearing is lost so 


imperceptibly th at the time can scir:ely ever be 


fived when the difficulty first commenced, nor can 


any increase be noticed except at long intervals of 


time. 


rU O U B E ** OF D£AFXS§S. 


Deafness varie3 in degree from the non-apprecia­ 


tion of faint and low sounds to the total loss of 


hearing. 
During the incipient stages of deafness 


the patient usually hears well enough when listening 


or while paying close attention, but Í9 quite hard of 


hearing when not expecti ng to be addressed. Under 


these circumstances the person so afflicted often 


appears heedle® and inattentive, until the impaired 


condition of the hearing power becomes more 


noticeable and explains the difficulty. 
As the com­ 


plaint progresses, we find th at the patient experi­ 


ences more and more difficuUy to hear readily, even 


while paying close attention, w'hen two or more are 


talking, or when the conversation is carried on in a 


low tone of voice, especially if the articulation of 


those with whom they converse is not sufficiently 


distinct. 
In such cases, the3’ hear the sjen d of the 


voice, but fail to catch the words, and hence they 


continually complain of persons “ talking way down 


the throat.” In this almost imperceptibly slow and 


gradual m anner hearing becomes more and more 


clouded and inJistinct, until it is entirely lost or 


very seriously impaired. 


During the incipient stages of deafness, a delusive 


feeling of closure or obstruction ia often experienced 


in the ears, which the patient endeavors to remove 


by shaking the head, digging into the ears with ear 


itpoons and other dangerous contrivances, or bj- a 


persistent course of syringing, a proceeding often 


attended by most injurious results.

During the progress of deafness sounds often pro­ 


duce a variety of morbid sensations. 
Musical tones 


may appear harsh and discordant, while shrill or 


sharp sounds are painful and distressing. 
The voice 


often appears hollow and reverberating, or extremely 


disagreeable. 
In some cases hearing seems best 


amid noisy and clattering sounds, as in mills, for in­ 


stance, or when riding in a stage or railway car. 


The case of a lady is recorded who coull only hear 


while her servant was beating a drum , and another 


where a shoemaker could only hear while pounding 


leather on his lap stone.

With some the hearing at first suffers only by 


spells, the ears becoming obstructed during a cold, 


or while blowing the nose. 
In such casos the hear­ 


ing is often spontaneously restored with a snapping 


sound or a loud startling report, or returns in a 


measure after the cold has passed off. 
These spells 


of deafness, however, usually occur more and more 


ofteu, and ast longer, until at length perm anent 


deafness supervenes.

Occasionally we find th at only one ear is attacked, 


and when this is the cise, no difficulty is exjíerienced 


iu hearing conversation readily, except ou the deaf 


side, but the power is lost to know the direction of 


the sound ; if hallooed to, for instance, a person so 


affected could not tell which way the sound came 


from. 
In the m ajority of cases the other ear be­ 


comes affected in time, and what was before merely 


a serious inconvenience becomes then an actual 


misfortune. 
For the benefit of its ftllow, the dis­ 


eased ear, in all such cases, should be rcstoied to a 


condition of health even if its hearing could not be 


benefited.

Noises in the head are sometimes the fiist and 


only indication of a morbid condition of the ear. 


They may resemble the escape of steam, the ringing 


of bells, the beating of the heart, the humming of 


insects, the rattling of machinery, the roar of the 


surf, the singing ©f the teakettle, and in fact every 


imaginable sound. 
Often two distinct noises are 


perceived simultaneously, or one noise continues 


whi e the other appears at intervals. There is often 


a throbbing beating or pumping sound, with or 


without a sensation ot heaviness or fullness in the 


head, sometimes more noticeable when fatigued, 


after unusual exercise or excitement, or after meals. 


Noises in the head impair the functions of the brain, 


and exercise a most depressing mental and moral 


influence upon :he patient, sufficiently so as to lead 


sometimes to suicide. The mental distress and tort­ 


ure which they occasion are often so great that 


m iny a patient is far more anxious to have the 


noises removed than the hearing restored, if only 


one tiling or the other could be accomplished.

Those who value their hearing should seek com­ 


petent medical advice upon the slightest suspicion 


of a diseased condition of the ear, or the least defect 


in hearing.

No hope has ever 


proved more fallacious. 
I t is the experience of alj 


aurists of repute th at diseases of the ear are not 


benefited by nature or tim e, bu t that, on the con­ 


trary, they neconie more and more developed 


and confirmed, and more destructive to hearing. 


We cannot, therefore, too strongly condemn the 


practice of those physicians who, through ignorance 


or carelessness, endeavor to inspire confidence in 


the healing process of nature, by advising patients 


to let disease of the ear alone. 
Iu our experience 


we have had repeated dem onstrations of the fact 


that such advice is nothing short of malpractice, 


and deserving of the severest censure ; for dis­ 


eases of the ear are not only destructive to 


hearing, they also form a center for the develop­ 


ment of a variety of morbid ^states of other im ­ 


portant organs, more especiall}* the brain and nerv­ 


ous system. 
A late num ber of the Philadelphia 


Medical and Surgical Rcpitrter, one of th e best 


medical journals of the country, echoes the opinion 


of the best informed aural surgeons of the day by 


stating th at “ it is a growingly recognized fact, that 


such serious diseases as pyicmia, abscess in the 


brain, some obscure forms of so-called rheum atic 


fever, and many others—for the most part rapidly 


fatal disorders—derive th eir starting-point in the 


ear.”

In their earlier stages, diseases of the ear yield 


readily to skillful medical attendance, and even in 


cases of long standing, and where the hearing is 


seriously impaired, an entire cure can often be 


effected by appropriate means. 
Dosirable results, 


however, can only be expected from ths attendance 


of a physician who has m ade him9elf fam iliar with 


the subject by special study, and who has acquired 


sufficient practical experience to gain a master}* over 


aural diseases. 
Medical science cannot be held rc 


sponsible for the frequent failures or possible injury 


resulting from treatm ent when adm inistered by in­ 


competent or inexperienced hands. 


In conclusion, let me say th a t every case of deaf­ 


ness, no m atter how unfavorable it may appear, 


should at least be subm itted to a thorough exam ­ 


ination, and sometimes to treatm ent for a reason 


able length of tim e before hope is abandoned. 


Miny cases in which hearing cannot be fully 


restored, can be m aterially benefited, and in some 


eveu the arrest of the ever increasing loss of hearing 


proves an inestimable blessing. 
No case of deafue^ 


should be abandoned as utterly hopele-s unles3 so 


pronounced by an aurist of acknowledged skill and 


ability.
